ANGINA pectoris, a serious dis 
ease affecting: the heart, is difficult 
to treat, but if the patient grants 
hia physician complete co-opera 
tion much can be done to avert its 
worst effects. 
As a m atter of fact, the real 
trouble lies not with the heart it­ 
self but with the arteries which 
supply it with blood and hence 
with vital oxygen and necessary 
food. In angina pectoris, these 
vessels, known as the coronary 
arteries, are subject to sudden 
spasm, which momentarily cuts off 
oxygen from the heart and causes 
great pain. 
This pain, which may be agon­ 
izingly severe, centers usually un­ 
der the breastbone, shooting up­ 
ward into the neck ami downward 
along the left arm. 
A diagnosis of angina pectoris 
usually can be made by the symp­ 
toms which the patient has. An 
electrocardiogram or electrical 
tracing of the heart beat is helpful. 
Many forms of treatment have 
been employed for this condition, 
but cures are difficult to obtain. 
However, it has been reported 
that the giving of testosterone pro­ 
pionate reduces the frequency and 
the severity of the attacks, makes 
it possible for the patient to ex­ 
ercise to a greater extent, and pro­ 
duces a feeling of well-being. In 
some instances, it would appear 
that there is a gradual recurrence 
of symptom* when the treatment 
is stopped, and in some cases no 
improvement whatsoever occur*. 
In order to tell more definitely 
just what effects the testofterone 
may have, a plan of treatment was 
started by Dr. Samuel Waldman 
of Brooklyn, in which the electro­ 
cardiogram or electrical tracing of 
the heart beat, was used as a mea­ 
sure of improvement. 
In carrying out this plan, th* 
electrocardiogram was made in the 
usual way. Then each patient ex­ 
ercised by walking up two nine- 
inch steps, walking down the same 
number of steps and repeating. 
After this exerase, an electro­ 


cardiogram was again taken. It 
was found that in patient* with 
angina pectoris* the exercise caused 
changes in the electrocardiogram. 
For the first two months the 
testosterone was not employed. 
The patients were given sedative 
or quieting drugs, or nitrogly­ 
cerine, which dilates or relaxes the 
blood vessels. 
Following this period each pa­ 
tient was given an injection into 
a muscle of testosterone propion­ 
ate twice a week for a period of 
eight weeks. In addition, nitrogly­ 
cerine was used whenever neces­ 
sary to relieve attacks. At the end 
of this period of treatment the 
electrocardiogram s w ere again 
made. 
This plan was followed in study­ 
ing ten white men ranging in age 
from 43 to 68 years. Of the ten, 
seven showed definite improvement 
following the treatment. Of the 
three who did not, two showed 
evidences in the electrocardiogram 
that continued damage to the cor­ 
onary arteries was taking place. 
Hence, Dr. Waldman concludes 
that in those instances of angina 
pectoris in which continued dam­ 
age to the coronary arteries is oc­ 
curring the testosterone treatment 
may not be expected to giv* much 
help. When an acute attack occurs, 
the testosterone Is not of value. 
For these acute attacks nitrogly­ 
cerine is usually -employed.
